Bondon. Oct. 14.—Recent successes 
against Zeppelin raiders have by no 
means convinced the authorities that 
Germany will abandon 
them in the 
near future. On the contrary, London 
is still preparing for the long, dark 
nights growing dimmer and dimmer, 
while some of the suburbs, which re 
cent Iv have caught most of the fall­ 
ing bombs, 
have 
abandoned 
street 
lighting altogether. 
In lieu of 
lights, 
the 
authorities 
have adopted the policy of painting 
all street obstructions white. 
This 
applies t o Tho safety isles in tile city 
streets, letter boxes, street bins, fire 
alarms, ambulance posts, etc. In some 
sections traffic is guided in the dark 
by white lines 
painted 
along 
the 
curbs. 
When the lighting restrictions first 
went into effect, there were hundreds 
of street accidents, but these have 
been 
gradually 
reduced 
until 
the 
number is no longer alarming. Streets 
of 
the 
west 
end—Picadilly, 
the 
Strand, 
Trafalgar 
Square—all 
are 
crowded nightly 
with promenaders 
and theater crowds. 
People jostle 
along on the darkened sidewalks in 
the best of humor. There is seldom 
any disorder and tile petty criminals 
of the past either have been trans­ 
formed into first class fighting men 
or effectually “put away.” Of course, 
a Tommy will sometimes take advan­ 
tage of the dark to kiss 
his sweet­ 
heart. and generally all the soldiers 
have their arms securely about their 
best girl’s waist as they stroll along 
the footways. The Bishop of London 
has denounced this promiscuous pub­ 
lic love making as all wrong, but the 
Tommies don’t appear to have read 
the bishop’s sermon and no one else 
has the heart to stop them. 
In that section of London known as 
the city—the home of finance and the 
wholesale trade—the nights are par­ 
ticularly dark and mystic.

In a speech delivered in Sc Louis 
during the past week Senator James 
A. 
Reed. 
in a two-juid-one-half-hour 
speech, 
talked 
lo 
Gemian-Aroerioan 
citizens regarding lh** foreign policy. 
and especially the policy toward Ger­ 
many, of President Wilson. 
The* m eeting was one nj tin most in­ 
teresting political gatherings ever as­ 
sembled in St. Louis. 
Senator Heed 
announced, at the beginning 
of 
his 
speech, that he* was going to discuss 
I rankly and fairly the foreign policies 
oi President Wilson with particular te- 
spect ir> Germany. 
Throughout Hie 
long speech, in which Im took turns at 
criticising both Germany and England 
for their violation of international law, 
Senator Rued had the most »*e a pee ti ul 
attention. 
He argued his case as a lawyer in 
court would sum up his evidence, first 
bim, that G erm any had committed 
a serious offense against the Ended 
States by destroying American lives 
on the sea, while England had merely 
interfered 
with 
commerce, 
without 
the destruction of a single lite. 
Senator Reed mentioned ship alter 
ship that iiad been torpedoed by Ger­ 
man subm arines, and added that the 
German government itself had admit­ 
ted that it was w rong in these oases, 
and had offered to pay indemnity to 
the United States. 
In everv contro­ 
versy between the United Stales and 
Germany, he said, the kaiser had ;d- 
m itted that the United 
Slates 
was 
right and G erm any was wrong, 
lie 
said th at if he had been president of 
the United States he would have first 
held to accountability 
Hie 
European 
ruler 
who 
had destroyed American 
lives before dealing with th*' nation 
that merely held up cargoes of beet 
and pork. 
He added that Germany, under the 
pressure of war, had not intentionally 
destroyed American lives, and that ii 
these offending acts had been inurn 
tioual, W ilson's answ er 
to 
Germany 
would have been a declaration of war. 
“One class of our people insists that 
Wilson 
should 
be 
supplanted • by 
Hughes because they declare that our 
governm ent has dealt too harshly with 
G erm any,” Senator ID -cd said. 
‘ An­ 
other class insists that Wilson should 
be supplanted by Hughes because <»* it 
government has dealt too gently with 
Germany. 
“Thus we are presented with the 
a comal v of two classes ot people de­ 
manding the election of Mr. Hughes; 
one in tho hope that In* will change 
the policies of our governm ent so as lo 
benefit Germany, and the other thai 
he will change our policies so as to 
destroy Germany. 
This contrariety of 
opinion strongly argues for the fair­ 
ness and im partiality of the course our 
governm ent 
has 
pursued, 
for 
the 
friends and enemies of Germany both 
cr> oui against it.” 
After reviewing in detail the con­ 
troversies between the United States 
and Germany, Senator Reed said: 
“It is true that nmn\ people now 
adm it that the president was justified 
in his entire course toward Germany.

He also quoted sim ilar passages 
from the speeches of Elibu Root and 
Senator Lodge.

Roosevelt, and in presenting evidence 
to prove that Roosevelt and Hughes 
were in thorough accord in their en 
mity toward Germany, Senator Reed 
made reference to Hie celebrated Gar\ 
dinner, at which plans were laid to 
bring about the nomination of Roose­ 
velt as the republican candidate for 
president.

Senator Reed told how* Roosevelt re­ 
fused to decline the progressive party 
nomination for president until he had 
satisfied 
himself 
as to how Hughes 
stood with respect to the “politico-ra 
rial hyphenates,” as ii*' described the 
German-Americans.

Roosevelt and Hughes had

hours conference .June 29, and as they 
emerged front the room of a botel, 
arni .n arm, Hughes said: 
“We talked over all m atters fully 
and w ere in thorough accord.”

BY THE LIBRARIAN, 


The Missouri 
Library association 
met in Columbia Oct. 11-13, and was 
a most profitable as well as enjoya­ 
ble occasion. There were about sixty 
members present, and the Sedalia li­ 
brary was ^presented bv the librari­ 
an and one assistant, Miss Margaret 
Hodges. Most of tbe sessions 
wrere 
taken up with a discussion of books 
for rural Missouri and the new coun­ 
ty library law, which it is hoped to 
present at the next 
session 
of the 
legislature. By the provisions of this 
law it will be obligatory on the coun­ 
ty court to 
appropriate 
a certain 
amount for the support of a county 
library, if the people 
of the county 
vote to have this done. According to 
the present law, 
the 
county judges 
may appropriate money for this pur­ 
pose if they wish. If a county votes to 
have a county library there are two 
ways of putting this into effect—eith­ 
er establish a county library or con­ 
tract with an existing 
library 
in a 
county seat for the extension work. 
The latter plan would, of course, be 
the more economical way, as it would 
-save much duplication of work aud 
more money could 
thus 
be put into 
books and service 
for 
getting the 
books to the people. According to re­

the manufacture of 
rinderpest serum 
has been initiated 
by 
Adriano Her­ 
nandez, director of the bureau of ag­ 
riculture. Funds 
have 
been secured 
and the plants will soon be in opera­ 
tion. 
Rinderpest continues to be a seri­ 
ous 
problem 
for 
Philippine 
cattle 
owners, but the bureau of agriculture 
by quarantine 
and immunization 
is 
waging a vigorous 
campaign against 
tho scourge. A requisition for serum 
has been sent 
to French Indo-China 
and this will 
enable 
the 
bureau to 
keep up ifs work until all ten plants 
are in full sAving. These plants are to 
be located in cattle centers in differ­ 
ent parts of the islands.
